THE PENITENTIARY. 
Everything has gives plaee to the Christ- 


mas festivities in the past few days. The 
inhabitants of the county seat had a right 
merry time of it, as Monday was observed as 
a holiday. Services were held at all the 
churches 
aud Christmas sermons were 


preached by (he pastors. The churches 
were beautifully decorated with flowers and 
Christmas greenery, and Christmas music 
was also a special feaaure of the religious 
part of the festival. AU the services were 
largely attended. 


Doylestown is suffering with an epidemic 


of grip. So many people are ill with this 
tenacious and ofumes dangerous disease that 
no record of the oases is kept. A citizen 
disappears for a few days, and when his ab- 
sence becomes noted it is always explained 
by the announcement that he is suffering 
with the grip. 
While there have been no 


fatal cases, few people have escaped the dis- 
ease in mild or aggravated form. It has be- 
come so well understood that the only thing 
to do is to succumb to the inevitable and not 
attempt to fight the grip that this may ac- 
count for the recovery of so many patients. 
"Go to bed and keep quiet" is the prescrip- 
tion put up by most of the physicians here. 


lhe principal topic of discussion at the 


county seat in the past few days has been 
the release of J. Monroe Shellenberger from 
the penitentiary by the State Board of Par- 
dons. It was generally conceded that the 
former Doylestown attorney had been fully 
punished for hn cntoes, which consisted of 
embezzlement, etc, to the tune of about 
$200,000, but many people did not believe 
he would be pardoned, owing to the fact that 
his first application hod been turned down 
but a short time before the second one was 
made. However, he is released, aud many 
people are glad that he has the opportunity 
to redeem his post. His attorney, Alfred 
S. Miller, of Philadelphia, partner of Mayor 
Warwick, caused some unfavorable comment 
to be made owing to liia statement to the 
Board that ten years of the sentence inflicted 
upon Shellenberger was illegal, and that 
Judge Yerkes was the ouly man known to 
be opposed to his release. This statement is 
not true, as several members of the Bar and 
county officials declined to sigo the applica- 
tion 
It also transpires that the sentence 


was legal, as the statute of limitations had 
not expired in nine coses of embezzlement, 
the limit being five years. Shellenberger left 
the penitentiary m good health aud with his 
old-time bearing. The only change is his 
whitened hair. It is said he bos secured a 
good position held open for him by friends, 
and will at onee endeavor to earn a liveli- 
hood. He spent Monday at Sellersville, 
where he dined with his aged 
mother. 


Shellenberger has not yet visited Doylestown, 
and, it is said, he will not come here, as he 
filed a statement with the Board that he 
would in no way molest or interfere with his 
children who reside here in care of their 
uncle.

except on two occasions. Yon will re- 
member that Silas Wegg, in 'Onr Mu- 
tual Friend,' had a wooden leg. I asked 
Dickens which leg it was. He gave me 
an answer which turned out to be 
wrong. The -other occasion was this: 
When he was discussing the cover of 
tbe story, he said that one of the scenes 
in it (should be the death of Eugene 
Baebnrn. Yon will remember that En- 
gene Raeburn does not die. His creator 
relented at the last moment and allowed 
him to live." 


Anthony Trollope, the artist says, 


waa just the reverse of this. "He did 
not seem to take anything like the same 
interest iu his characters as Dickens. 
When I would ask him a question abont 
one of his characters, bis answer nearly 
always waa,'I don't know.' 'Had the 
young lady fair hair or dark?' I would 
ask. 'I don't know,' was the reply. 
" Wasehe tall or middle sized or email?" 
I would inquire. 'I don't know,' was 
again the answer." 


When Gunpowder W«» Hew. 


A' curious feature abont this evolu- 


tion in methods of hunting was the 
hesitation with which gunpowder was 
taken up by the great nobles. Not only 
did it take quite a century to familiar- 
ize banters with it, but the evidence 
that- has come down to us shows that 
the humble elates -were the first to use 
it for shooting game. Maximilian, ar- 
dent sportsman that be was, tells ns 
himself that he could shoot farther and 
with greater, accuracy with his crossbow 
than his keeper could with the fire tube. 
To prove this he tells us the well 
known ettiry of a 'certain chamois stand- 
ing at a distance of 200 fathoms,' which, 
after being pronounced as too far aS by 
his henchman, who was armed with 
one of the first sporting firearms men- 
tioned iu print, comes tumbling down, 
pierced at the first attempt, by the em- 
peror's bolt. 


Prom other sources we learn of strict 


measures being adopted to prevent 
poachers and "wood loafers" using fire- 
arms, and this at a period wben'princes 
still used the cumbrous oroasbow'and 
spear;- It was only in the last qnartei 
of tbe sixteenth century that firearms 
had ousted other weapons for certain 
forms of the chase, the deer battue be- 
ing among tbe latter.—Gentleman's 
Magazine. 


Major linwrle and the Spider.

Before Atbara be 
discovered in the ventilator of bia hel- 
met , an ; energetic spider, which came 
out in the evening and, having had hie 
snpper oh flies, returned to*his hiding 
place.
